P ophets : and did not both the ten Tribes and the two Tribes go 
into Captivity for diſobeying the Lord ? like their Father eAda: in 
their Enmity againſt his Prophets and righteous People. 

And likewiſe you may fee the Enmity of the Serpent inthe Fews 
againſt Chriſt and his Apoſtles, inſomuch that Chriſt called the Fews, 
Serpents, and of their Fathey the Devil : and what became of thoſe 
Fews? were they not ſcatter'damong all Nations, and.Zer«ſalem and 
their Place of Worſhip deſtroyed ? Ro 

And what Condition is all Chriſtendom in,. that is erred from the 
Holy Ghoſt and Power the Apoſtles were in? have they not received 
the unclean ghoſt or foul ſpirit of the Devil, the Enmity, Adver- 
fary, Accuſer and Deſtroyer, that old Info:mer, that makes them to 
deſtroy oneanother, makes theifitoenvy and. accuſe, andInformers, 
and Deſtroyers of the Righteous? And that foul ſpirit or-unclean/ghoſt 
hath brought Chriſtendom ail on heaps, one againſt another, that are 
not in the Spiritand Power of Chriſt the Apoſtles were in. 

And inJob, chap; 1, 2. there you may ſee, the Devil and Satan, 
who-wasthe Enmity and Murderer, appeared againſt ob and his Sons

Woman, and did not: fin with his Lips, though he loſt his Sohs and 
Daughters; and his Goods, and was fſtript of all; 'and though the 
Devil, Satan, ſaid unto the Lord, 1f char he would pur his hand againf 
Job, Job would curſe him to his face, Chap. 1. ver. 11... , 

And again, Satan the Informet ſaid, Sk:n for 5kin, yea all that a nan 
bath, will he give for his Life; bat put forth thine Hand now, auilteuch:

But in all theſe falſe Informations of the-Devill, who was a murde- 


rerand a Lyar from the beginning, and ſo was proved and manifeſt -

Here you 
may ſee how the Enemy appeared in Balack,, who would have de- 
royed the Fews? but the Lord prevented him, and Balaarr. 

And many Informers were againſt David, but eſpecially Doeds the 
Eqdomite, which informed Saul againſt David, and Abimelech the 
Prieſt, and all his: Father's houſe, . becauſe he received David *' and 
Saul commanded his Foot-men to ſlay the Prieſts; but Saul's Servants 
would not put forth ther Hands to fall upon the Prieſts of the Lord ; 
and Saw! bid Doeds the Edowite, the Informer, and he fell upon them,

and ſlew eighty five peiſons on that day,rhat wore the Linnen Ephod - 
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and. 1Vob, the City of the Prieſts, ſmote he with the edge'of the 
Sword, bothMen, Women, Children and Sucklings. And.heie 
you may ſee the Informer was a Murderer of the Innocent, 
1 Sam. 22, And in chap. 23, 25, 26. you may ſee how the In- 
fo.mers went to Saul, and informed him againſt David. And 
you may fee in P/al, 52, how David prophelied the deſtructi- 
on of Doedg the Edbrite, who came and told Saxl, and ſaid un- 
tohim, David 5 come 42 the houſe of Ahimelec. £, 

And in Ezra 4. there-you may ſee ſeveral Informets writ Let- 
ters - againſt Ferſalew to Artaxerces, to hinder the building of 
the City Feruſalem. And you may ſee how bulie Tob34h, and the 
Arabians, and the Amonites, and Aſhdodztes, and Sanbalat were 
aganſt the Fews when they built F:r1ſalexr; and how that Tobiah 
and Sanbalat hired the Faiſe Prophets to Prophelie againſt Nehe- 
miah ; but their Prophecies & their works came to nought ; for 


the Lord helped his People againſt them, whom the Serpent made 


Enemies, and Adverſaries, and Informers againſt rhenn. 
And Hamon, that great Informer againſt Mordecaz & the Fews; 
Hamon faid unto King Abaſwuerus, there 1s a Certain people ſcatter- 


ed abroad in all the Province of thy Kingdom, and their Laws are 


averſe from all people, neither keep they the King's Laws; therefore 
it 15 n0t for the Kings profit ts ſuffer them. if it pleaſethe King let it 
be written, that thcy may be deſtroyed, and I will pay. Ten thouſand 
talents of ſilver tothe hands of thoſe that bave the charge of the buſi- 
neſs tobring it into the King's Treaſuries, Nowhere you may ſee 
the Devil, the Deſtroyer,who is the Enemy &adverfary of God's 
People, how this Informer hath exceeded all the Informets be- 
fore, and all the Informers in our times; for inftead of being an 
Informer to get Money ; he would give the King Money to de- 
ſtroy Gotl's People, yea 10000. Talents of Silver ; and he got 
the Kings Seal forit too, to ſeal his Writing ; but for all this, what 
became of Hamon ? Was not he hanged on.the Gallows which 
he built for Mordecai, & aboundance of his confederates deſtroy- 
ed? And there was the End of prond Hamoy whom the deſtroyer 
led tobe an Informer, and a deftroyer, who was deſtroyed upon 
the Gallows that he built for another., _ 

And in Fer. 38. Paſhur, with many others, were Informers a- 
Saint Ferexziah, to Zedekiah the King ; and you may ſee this P4- 


(bur,the Son of a P:icſt, had put Fercmiah in the Stocks, and _ 
B _ him, 
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him ; and theenvious Informers faid unto Zedekiah, whom the-Devil 
ſtirred up to murdec him, We beſcech thee,O King, tet Jeremiah be pur 
to death; for he weakens the hands of the mcn of war, that remain «n the 
City, & the hands of all the people, in ſpeaking ſuch words unts them; for 
Jeremiah ſecks not the welfare of this people, but their hurt : then Zede- 
kzab ſaid, He ts tn your hands , for the King #« not he,that can do az, 
thing againſt you. Then they took Feremah, and let himdown with 
Cords into the Dungeon, & he ſunk in the Mire; and the eAithiopiar, 
one of the King's Eunuchs, told the King what theſe Informe $ had 
done, and how that [eremiabhwould dye in the Dungeon; and the King 
bid him rake thirty men with him, and take up Feremiah before he dy.d ; 
and the eArhiopian too; old clouts & rotten raggs, & let them down 
by Cords into the Dungeon, & bid him rye ther under his Arm-holes, 
& ſo he drew him out of the Dungeon, and put him into the Court of 
the Priſon, where he remained till Zeruſalem was taken by Nebuchad- 
nez2er,who put Feremiah out of Priſon, & gave him Libe.ty ;and ſo 
he found more mercy at the hands of the e/£rhiopian, and Nebuchad- 
ezZer's Officers, than he did among the oroſelling Fews, the Infor- 
mers: And = may fee what a Deſtruction came- upon the City, 
Z*dikiah, and his Sons, and his men oof War, and his people, for difo- 
beying the Word of the Lord: And Feremiah told the «Athiopian, 
that helpt him out of the Dungeon, Thar he ſhould nor fall by Nebu- 
chadnezzer's Sword, becauſe he put his truſt in the Lord, Jer. 39. 

So here was the End of theſe Informers, carried into Babylon, and 
*many deſtroyed. And you may ſee how the Devil, the Myrderer, 
and his Informers, his Perſecutors that put Feremiah in the Dungeon, 
and thought to have taken away his Life, were put into Priſon them- 


ſelves,and many of their lives loſt; and Feremiah,who was faithful, and 


truſted the Lo.d, ſaved, Fer. 39, & 40. 

And Dan. 3.you may ſee how the deſtroyer raiſed up.Info:mers 
againft the three Children, and went to the King, and accuſed the 7ews, 
and ſaid, Thou O King haſt made a Decree, that every man ſhould fall 
down, and wor ſhip the Golden Image; and wheſo fallethnot down, and 
wor fhippeth, he ſhall be caſt in a Fiery Furnace; there are certain 
Jews (faid they) which are ſet over the Aﬀairs of the Province of 
Babylon, Shadrach, Meſhech, and Abednego ; thofe men, O King,have 
:.0t regarded thee, they ferve not thy Gods,nor worſhipthe Golden Image 
which thou baſt ſet up: This ſaid the Informers. Then Neb#-

| of my hands? Then faid the three Children unto the King, IVe are 


zot careful to anſwer thee in this matter ; but if it be ſo, our God , whom 
we ſerve #4 able to deliver us from the, burning Fiery Furnace; and he 
will deliver us out of thy hands, O King : But if not, beit known to thee, 
O King, we will not ſerve thy Gods, nor worſhip the Golden Image which 
thou haſt ſet up. Here was a politive Anſwer, and a Godly C: ntidence. 
Then was the King full of Fury, and the form of bus Viſage was chan- 
ged againſt the three Children ; and he commanded his Furnace to be 
beat F times more than it was wont to be, and commanded his moſf 
mighty men of his Army to biud the three Children in their Coats, Hoſe 
and. Hats, and other Garments, and caſt them into the midſt of the burn- 
ing Furnace; which Flames of Fire flew thoſe men that caſt them in :

Now here you may ſee, the Lord confounded the Murderous In- 
formers, and the Fury and Rage of Nebxchadnezzer; and his Migh 
men were ſlain, that caſt the three Children into the Fire; but the Lord 
delivered the three Children that truſted in him, to the Exaltation of 
his Glory and:\Name., We” | | 
And alſo you may ſee in Daniel 6, Darius made Daniel chief of 
the Preſidents, and the Preſidents and Princes turned Informers againſt 
Daniel; and theſe Informers could not find any fault or Error in him, 
becauſe he was faithful ; then ſaid theſe Informers, We ſhall not find 
any occaſion againſt this Oy we findit againſt him concern- 
2 img 
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ing the Law of his God. And therefpre they got the King to eſtabliſh 
a Decree in writing, that it be not changed, according to the Law of 
the edes and Perſians, which alters not; which Decree was, That 
whoſoever ſhould ask, a Petition of ay God or Man for thirty days, ſaving 
of thee, O King, they ſhall be caſt into the D;n of Lyons, And all the 
Pre fidents of the Kingdom, and the Gcvernonrs, and the Princes, and 
the Counſellors, and the Captains, conſulted together. concerning this 
Decree, which the King ſigned. Now Daniel knew the Writing was 
firned; he went to bis Houſe,and his Windows being open in his Chamber, 
ec. he kyeeled down three times of the day, &- pray'd and gavethanks'ro 
God,as be had done before time. Then theſe men,the Informers,afſem- 
bled, and found Daxzel praying, and making ſupplication before his 
God; thentheſe men affembled unto the King, and informed him a- 
gainſt Darict; then the King commanded Daniel to be brought, and 
be aft into the Lyons Den, according to the Decree' that they had 
wicked!y got of the King ; and the Kingencouraged Darzet, and ſaid 


unto him, Thy God, whom thor ſerveſt, he will deliver thee : andearly 


inthe marning the King roſe, and went in haſte unto the Den'of Ly- 
ons, and ſaid, © Daniel, the Servant of the living _— thy God, 
whom rbou ſerveft continually,” able to deljve®thee ? And Daniel ſaid, My 
God hath fent 'his Angel, *and ſhut up the Lyons Mouthes, that they 
have not hurt me, foraſmuch as before him Inzocency was fourid in we, 
and alſo before thee,O King, T have doye no hirt. And then the Ki & | 
manded them to take up' Daniel out of the Lyons Den ;- and com- 
mandedthem to take thoſe mr men, which were the Accuſers and 
Inforintrs apainſt Daiel,andcaft them,and their Wives and Children 
into the LyensDen ; andthe Lyons had'the maſtery'over them, and 
broke all their Bones 1n pieccs or, ever they cameart the bottom of the 
Pen. Sohere wasthe end of thefe deviliſh Informers, or Accuſes, 
who were Princes and Prefidents.,'” And then Darins made aDecree, 
That in every Donanionf his Kingdom, men trepible and fear before 
Ye Gt of Daniel; forhe 75 the Erving God, uy” in) ft forever,and 
his Kingdom that. which ſhall not be deſtroyed, and his Dominion ſhall be 
even totheend. Here you may ſee, God was exalted by them that 
believed in hjm, and the wicked deſtroying Informers were deſtroyed.

And the Chief Prieſts and Scribes ſonght.how they might kill Feſws, 


for they feared the people ; then entred Satan intq 7ydas, and he com- 
munedwith the Chicf Prieſts and Captains, tow he might betray hin

Money (to. wit) thirty pieces of Silver ; and the Chief Prieſt per- 
fwaded the multitude, that they ſhould ask Barrabas, and crucific 
Teſus; and all the Chief Prieſts and Elders of the peop'e took coun- 
fel againſt Jeſus to put him to death ; and they ſought Falſe Witneſſes 
againſt him, but found none ; at the laſt came two Falſe Witneſſes, 
and ſaid, This Fellow ſaid, 1 am able to deſtroy the Temple of God, and 
buzld it in three days : and Pilate ſoughtto releaſe Jeſus ; but the lews 
cryed ot, If thou let this man go, thou art not Czfar's Friend cc. 
And fo whien theſe Falſe Accuſers, and Informers, and Faiſe witneſſes , 
with P:lat's Judgment, had crncified Jeſus ; after he was riſen, the 
Chief Prieſts aſſembled with the Elders, and after they had taken 
Counſel, they gave large Money to the Soidiers that watched the Se- 
pulchre, to ſay, That Chriſt's Diſciples came by Nizht, and ſtole him 
away while they ſlept. So here is the Devil and Satan, which entred

And you may ſee all a'ong in many places of As, how the Fews 
roſe up againſt the Apoſtles; and how that one of the Officers came 
and to!d the Chief Prieſts and Captain, Thar the Apeftes were preaching 
in the Temple, which they coſt into Priſon; and the Captain and the 
Officers brought them, and ſet them before the Council; and the High 
Prieſt and they took counſel to ſlay them ; but Gamaliel faid unto 
them, Refrain your ſelves from theſe men, and let them alone; for if 
this Work.or this Counſel be of men, it will ccme to nougbt ; but if it be 
of God, you cannot overthrow it, leſt- happily ye be found even to fight 
againſt Coed: And his Counſel ſwayed, and ftopt the High Prieſt and 
his Court for Murdering of them, 
And Saul, he made Bavock of the Church, entring into every houſe, 
and haling men and women, committing them to priſon; and Sax! 
yet breatheth out Threatnings and Slaughters againſt the Diſciples of 
the Lord, and went to the High Prieſt, and deſi.ed of him Letters to 
Damaſcmuito the Synagogues, If he found any of this way, whether 
they were men or women, he might bring them bound to Jeruſalem. So 
his Antkority was from the Chicf Prieſt, to perſecute; but Chriſt mer 
him inthe way, and told him; It was hard for him to kick againſt the 
Pricks; and ſaid unto him, Saul, Saul, Why perſecuteſt thou me? For 
he was perſecuting Chriſt in his Members; and Chriſt converted him, 
and aſter ſome time ſent him to Damaſcus, to Preach his Goſpel, where

. ſeſſion, as you may ſee in Aits 9. So he that went to perſecute at Da- 
maſcus, was perſecuted at Damaſcus for Preaching Chriſt, whom he 
was going to perſecute: And here you may ſee how the Perſecutors 
were Confounded. _ | | 
And in AG. 14. there you may ſec how the unbelieving Zews ſtir'd

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up the Gentales,& made their minds evil affected agaiuſt the Brethren; 
and Elimas the Sorcerer withſtood Barnab.s and *Pau!, to turn away 
the Deputy from the Faith. Here you may ſee the frofeſſing 7ews and 
the Sorcerer were found in one ſpirit; but the 7ews were ſpiritually 
b'ind with evil, & God ftruck E!imas naturally blind : and the Fews, 
which were mge than forty, that came tothe Chief Prieſts & Elders, 
and ſaid unto them, how that they had bound themſelves under a Cyrſe, 
that they would neither: eat nor drink until they bad kalled Paul ; and the 
Chief Prieſts and the Council were to mannage'this matter fo: the 
Murderers ; then they ere to ſend to the Captain ; that kept Paul a 
Priſoner, to bring him out of the Caſtle, which was his Priſon, to 
the Chief Prieſts and Elders, unde: a pretence, that they would enquire 
ſomething of him; and theſe Murderers were ready to Murder him, 
before ever hecame near them : but the Captain of the Caſtle under- 


| ftanding the thing, the Lord put it in his mindto ſend Paul away, by 


which the Innocent eſcap't the hands of theſe Murdering Informers 
and Lyars, which the Chief Prieſts and Counſel hadahandin; and 
Paul had more Mercy from the: Roman Captain, than he had from 
the profeſſing Fews, and their Prieſts : And after a while A»anias the 
High Prieſt with the Elde:s, with a certain Orator, named Tertullus, 
informed the Governour Felix againſt Paul; and after a great deal.of 
da» bing & plauſible expreſſhons, as you may ſce in Aits 24. ſaid they, 
we have found this man a Peſtulent Fellow, a Mover of Sedition among 
all the Jews throughont the World, and a Ring-leader of. the Seli f the 
Nazareans ; and ſo after many grievons falſe Charges they laid againſt 
Paul, Paul had liberty to clear himſelf from their Lyes, and Slanders, 
and falſe Informations ; and. when they had kept Paulabout twoyears 
ia Priſon there, Feſtus came into the Province, then the High Prieſt 
and chief of the Fews informed him againſt Paul, and deſired favour a- 
gainſt him, that he would ſend for him toFer uſalem, the Jews lying in 
wait in the way to kill him ; but Feffs ſaid unto them, Which amon 
ou are able, £0 down to Czſaria to accuſe this man; and when they came 
there, they laid many grievons Complaints againſt Paul, « hich they 
could not Prove; and fo the Lord delivered him out of theſe Murde- 
rerous Informers hands, though Feflus would have done the Fcws a plea- 
ſure, as having Paul up to Feruſalem, to be judged there by him ; but 
Panl appealing unto C «ſar, prevented him, and the Zews, andthe high 
Prieſt of their Defign againſt him, as you may ſce in, As, 25. more at 
large, AKnd 
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' " And whatbecame of 7exebel, with her. informing Lettets,..thatſhe: 
wrote in Abab's name, to the Elders and Nobles that-were' inthe City,; 
dwelling with Naboth, who bid them, Proclame a Faſt, and fer up Nas1 . 
both on high among the People; and ſent tao Sons of Belial before him, 

. to bear witneſs againſt him, ſaying, T hon didft Blaſphcme'God and the 
King-;-and then carry him out, and {{one him, that he hay-dye ; and- 
they did fo, according to Tez«bel's Information; and whenthey had: 
killed him, ſhe and her Husband took poſſeſſion of his :Eftate : 
what Deſtruction came upon Abab and excl, and all that tool th 
part, as you may read the Sentence and Judgment ? 1 Kings 21, 

And therfore lct all Murderers, Informe:s, and Sons of Beljal, 
take heed, who ſeek the Deſtruction of the Righteous, in. that they: 
bring Deſtruction upon themſelves, as you may ſee all along in the 
Sc: iptures, what was the End of futh, whether they were-high orlow, | 
Prieſt, Profeſſor or Prophane, the Righteous God ſpared-none ; and | 
therefore read the Scriptures from on End of the Book to the other, & | 
here you may ſee the ſad Examples and Judgments that have come 
on ſuck, whom the Devil ( who was the great Informer) hath. made 
Lya:sand Inſormers; Falſe Witneſſes and Falſe Accuſers againft the 
Righteous 3 and let them be like fomany Way-marks, to ſhun tlie 
Evil ; but Chriſt #5 come: to deſtroy the Devil and his Works, 'andito 
bruiſe his Head,who was the Informer againſt Fob, and the Falſe Tea- 
cher and Informer of Adam and Eve, to tianſgreſs the Command of 
God; therefore if Chrift deftr oyeth the Father of all ſuch Informers, 
Perſecutors and Lyars, and Falfe Witneſſes, his Children may fear 
Deſtruction; and the Saints canſing Halelujah over the Devil, Satan, 
Serpent, and all his Followers, that do his work, whom the Living ; 
God will Reward accordingly. EL OR
